T urner and said he had got him to 
come and notif ythem. 
George Stew art had left home for, 
Dellas Friday and expected to make 
a tittle run over from there to Camp i 
Bowie and 
return 
home 
Sunday, 
night. 
He wasn’t aqnurrelsome man j 
¡and had not figured in any fights on j 
I trains, but the. fact that the n egro1 


I was able to give his name, and as he! 
■was expected 
home 
Sunday night, 
the negro’s etory sounded plausible, 
and 
Sam Stewart, a 
brother 
of 
George, got out his automobile a n d 1 
made hurried arrangements to leave 
for .Celeste. 
He told the negro 
he, 
could go back 
with him, 
but Mr. 
Stewart, proposed 
to get 
C harley1 
Skinner and Dr. L. B. Palmer 
to 
accompany them. 
The negro object - 1 
ed to having anybody go with them 
and after Mr. Stewart insisted he 
j gave him his name and address 
at 
j Celeste aud said he would walk back 
! to Petty and return with tlie service 
j car man who had brought him. 
When Sam Stewart, Charley Skin- 
I ner and Dr. Palmer reached Celeste 
they couldn’t find any negroes who 
knew Jim Turner, nor any officer who 
had heard of any fight on the train, 
and the railroad station agent didn’t 
know anything about a fight having 
occurred. . Mr. Stewart 
thinks 
the 
negro told the lie with the intention 
of clubbing him on the road and rob­ 
bing him, and that he backed out 
wlieu he learned there 
were to lie 
others in the party. 
■o 
Messrs. Stewart and Skinner aud 
Dr. Palmer returned home from Ce­ 
leste at 5 o’clock yesterday morning. 
.After returning and inquiring around 
U> try to locate the negro it was learn­ 
ed that about thirty minutes before 
he went to Mr. Stewart’s a horse and 
buggy were stolen from in front ’of 
W.. H. Graves’ home at Petty. 
The 
rig belonged to a young 
man em­ 
ployed in the bank at Brookston, who 
had called to visit Mr. Graves’ fam­ 
ily. 
It was learned that about 8:30 
a young negro driving a horse and 
buggy answering the description of 
the rig taken from in front of 
Mr. 
Graves’ gate, giving the same name 
that he gave Mr, Stewart, stopped at 
the home of I/es Shepherd four miles 
northeast of Patty and asked if 
a 
widow lived in the community. 
He 
couldn't think of her name, but said 
that her sou had been badly cat in 
ft difficulty at Honey Grove and had 
got him to bring the news to her. Les 
Shepherd 
couldn’t think 
of 
any 
widow in the neighborhood and the 
negro pulled out and wasn’t seen any 
more. 
Son day afternoon before dark the 
negro went to the home of a negro 
woman in P etty and told her that 
her son had killed a white man 
in 
Paris and had sent him to tell her 
about it. 
He said that he had to pay 
a service car driver $5 to bring him 
to Petty and that her son told him 
to tell her to pay him back. 
The 
unsuspecting negro woman 
rustled 
up the money and gave him. 
About three weeks ago Lloyd Rob­ 
inson's horse and buggy were stoleu 
from the side of the Jones-Wynne 
furniture store by a young negro who 
drove down to a negro’s near Jen­ 
nings an dtold him that his son had 
got into trouble at Hugo. 
He tried 
to borrow some money from him 
to 
help his son, but failed. 
The negro 
was next heard of near Springhill, 
where he told a negro that his son 
was in trouble in Pecan Gap and se­ 
cured some money fro mhim. He left 
Mr. Robinson'^ horse at Springhill. 
The negro who 
operated 
around 
Petty Sunday evening answers 
the 
description of the 
one who 
stole 
Lloyd Robinson’s buggy, and there is 
no doubt about their being the same 
individual. 
The owner of the horse 
and buggy stole nfrom in front of 
Mr. Graves’ home 
has not yet re­ 
covered them, nor heard of them.
